A strong man might have 
staved off the war that was com- 
ing in 1856. But, unfortunately, 
there was not a strong man be- 
fore the people. When they got 
one in 1860, in the person of 
Abraham Lincoln, the hot-heads 
had the bit in their teeth and it 
was too late. 

(There are hot-heads today, 
who talk violence instead of 
what is right and what is law 
and what is American.) 


Weakling 

In 1856 the Democrats were 
reluctantly rallying around 
James Buchanan, who was a 
weakling. There was John C. 
Fremont, nominated by the Re- 
publicans. He was fiery and un- 
stable. Fremont wanted civil 
war. The dying Whig party 
named Millard Fillmore. 

It was a poor choice. Buchan- 
an was pushed the hardest be- 
cause he was a weak do-nothing 
man, whom all “safe. 
It is odd how often such choices 
are urged in time of trouble and 
crisis. 

In those days Maine was re- 
garded as a barometer. Fremont 
carried Maine. 

In New York a group of promi- 
nent Democrats quaked at the 
news. They named a commit- 
tee, headed by John M. Slidell, to 
raise money in Wall Street. That 
romantic, swashbuckling charac- 
ter, Daniel E. Sickles, joined in 
to help. They had no great 
liking for the Democrats, their 
man being Fillmore. But they 
knew he had no chance of elec- 
tion. Fremont made business 
nervous. 

Wall Street contributed $50,000 
—a political pittance today but 
a considerable sum in those days. 
The Democrats played on the 
fears of financiers. Buchanan, 
thev said, was the only man who 
could defeat Fremont and there- 
by prevent a Southern revolt. 
They demanded help to win the 
October elections in Pennsylvania 
and Indiana. 

The Republicans were working 
the same side of the street. They 
pointed to Fremont’s victory in 
Maine as an indication he would 
win. They argued the South was 
destroying the opportunity for 
progress and business expansion 
and that the Southern policy was 
harmful to foreign trade. 

They. too. collected a consid- 
erable sum from the Merchants 
Exchange, which was the Wall 
‘Street Financial Association of its 
day. and which felt it safer to 
contribute to both candidates.

And 
Monte Stratton, the tall and sinewy Texan whose errant shotgun 
crippled a golden pitching career. And there were the mischievous 
ones, like Bill Cissell, John Whitehead and Edgar Smith. 

“Ol’ Aches and Pains,” he was probably thinking and chuck- 
ling. He sure did take them big city folks for a ride with his 
moaning and groaning. And when he had them off their guard, 
he'd come up with the best days of hia life. 

“That surely was the truth,” Mrs. Fay Appling had said. 
“When he was moaning and groaning at his worst, he seemed to 
have his best days. No, those moans were very much legitimate. 
Luke just seemed te ferget himself on the field. Or maybe he 
tried a little harder those days.”

Pressure for more school funds, better 
highways and mie he health and welfare 
facilities brings rgia nearer to total tax 
revision than at any time since the Tax 
Revision Committee was established three 
years ago.

We've, been saying for a long time that 
a community doesn’t have organized crime 
as long as law enforcement officers are 
honest. Crime—the organized variety— 
simply cannot flourish without protection 
from police. : 

That is confirmed in almost every new 
finding of the Kefauver Senate Investigat- 
ing Committee. It is the basis of the New 
York police scandals. 

Harry Gross, the head of a $20,000,000 
gambling ring in the New York area, who 
is reported to have handed out television 
sets and considerable cash to various police 
officers, said his racket could not operate 
without police help. He even took some 
of them into partnership with him. 

Judge Samuel! Leibowitz, in whose court 
the New York scandals broke, believes 
the answer to organized crime “is two 
honest men in the City Hall.” 

“If you have a two-fisted, honest, intel- 
ligent Mayor and Commissioner of Police,” 
the judge went on, “a situation such as 
this could not arise... . If they have the 
will to run a clean city you can have it. 
There is no basis to the statement that 
‘you can’t stop organized crime and rack- 
ets.’ They flourish only when the powers- 
that-be are crooked or incompetent.” 

Atlanta has been fortunate. There is 
little or no organized crime here. But we 
can scarcely stop long enough to: pat our- 
selves on the back for fear that some of 
the racketeers will set up shop. They have 
tried on numerous occasions—and they 
will be back. The only way to keep them 
out is keep on the alert.

Laws in Prospect 


% Steps to improve conditions for the motorists 
ia feu and pedestrians and for the farmers, are being 
— = considered by several men nominated to the 
1951 Georgia Legislature. Aside from the top-flight problems of 
financing the Minimum Foundation Program and spending more 
money on the highways and welfare programs, the men nomi- 
nated to the Senate and House have selected as important matters 
facing the January session improved agricultural legislation and 
methods of taxing the motorists and protecting the pedestrians. 

The selections were made by the solon-nominees themselves 
in answering questionnaires sent out by The Constitution. The 
men announced the items they regarded as the three most impor- 
tant for the coming session, and then gave their opinions of what 
should be done. 


Drivers’ Tests Periodic tests of drivers should be required 
by law, one Representative-nominee said. 
When Georgia started its drivers’ license setup in 1937, it simply 
gave blanket licenses to all who said they could drive—then 
started revoking the licenses of those responsible for serious acci- 
dents. After the initial year, all who hadn’t obtained their licenses 
without standing an examination, had to stand a test. Once the 
test was passed, however, the motorist was considered a safe 
driver forever—or until he caused a serious accident. Some states 
require every driver to be tested periodically. These tests elimi- 
nate from the highways men and women whose eyes have gone 
bad on them since they passed the original tests, or who, for other 
reasons, have become unsafe drivers. Those states which have 
periodic drivers’ tests have a much lower death rate on the high- 
ways than Georgia does. 
Two solon-nominees want the counties, instead of the State, 


‘to handle the sale of the auto license plates. This would be more 


convenient to the motorist, and, at the same time, it would require 
the motorist to pay property tax on his car before getting his 
license plate—something many motorists don’t do today. Another 
solon would require motorists to show a receipt for their property 
taxes on the car before they could obtain a license plate from the 
State. A bill is being drafted, which has a large following, that 
would give the motorist his license plate free of charge (or at 
least upon payment of a fee of 50 cents). The tag would be 
ordered from the State Revenue Department by the local tax 
receiver, after the motorist had returned his car for property 
taxation. 


Agriculture Several farmers will be members of the General 
, Assembly in this agricultural §tate. Two of them 
stress the need for revising the pure seed law. One asks for more 
strict livestock laws, in this State which is moving into the na- 
tion’s forefront as a livestock State. And, as Georgia heads to- 
ward the front ranks in the nation in dairying and poultry pro- 
ducing, one solon urges the passage of laws to protect these two 
fast-growing interests. 
Incidentally, the freshmen members of the 1951 General 
Assembly will Be perhaps the best informed new men on upcom- 
ing bills ever to enter the Georgia Legislature, as the result of the 
great amount of presession discussion. Ideas of the nominees on 
the most important legislation have been published almost daily 
in The Constitution since shortly after the Democratic primary. 
The entire membership was invited to inspect the State institu- 
tions at Milledgeville recently, and some 40 of them did so. The 
Governor and his Tax Revision Committee may put up their tax 
ideas for the solons to study and discuss for a month preceding 
the session. The members know the big problems facing the 
session, and they already are forming and expressing opinions on 
them.

A Vicious Amendment 


The proposed amendment to the State Constitution which 
would make the county unit system apply to general elections 
represents one of the most important issues placed before the 
Georgia electorate in years. If there ever was a time fog a full 
turnout at the polls, this is it. 

The major argument for the amendment is that it will sustain 
the rural vote. But proponents blithely ignore the fact that an 
enlargement of the present system will continue to absurd lengths 
and practically disfranchise thousands of city voters. Many ex- 
amples of how this works could be cited. But suffice it to note 
that at present 35 per cent of the people living in Georgia’s eight 
largest counties controf only 11 per cent of the county unit vote. 
In short these voters in the big counties are practically wasting 
time at the polls, for in effect their vote is not counted at all. 

Extension of the county unit system into the general election 
will serve no good purpose. It will intensify political factionalism. 
It will prevent development of any two-party system in our State 
at any foreseeable future. It will not protect one citizen in his 
rights. Rural Georgia, under the system of representation in the 
Legislature, has ample safeguard of its interests; and the county 
unit system will continue in the primary. 

The effort to extend the unit system into the general election 
is an effort to remove the never-yet-exercised veto power over 
the selection of Statehouse officials and United States Senators 
that has been accorded without opposition to the counties with a 
majority of popular votes since the end of Reconstruction.

Our Courts Lack Something 


As an old courthouse reporter we admit to being prejudiced in favor of what 
is often—and with some floweriness—called “American jurisprudence.” We have 
watched the courts function. We believe in the courts. We trust the courts. 
When anybody cynically brushes off a verdict as being that of “a fixed jury” or 
a corrupt fudge we are, first of all, shocked—and then disbelieving. Maybe it's 

a possible to fix a jury with money or influence. It’s undoubtedly possible for a 
judge, as for any man, to be corrupt. It just happens that in a dozen or more years of covering 
courts we have seen only one judge we knew to be dishonest and we have built up a steady faith 
in the integrity and sincerity of juries. Sometimes a verdict seems wrong but you can’t say it was 
dishonestly reached just because you disagree with it. At least we can't. 


Our admiration for the American system of 
justice perhaps is the reason we have followed 
with so much interest the movement to revamp 
Fulton’s domestic relations court. The Citizens 
Crime Prevention Commission and certain, other 
groups favor a plan to slow up the process. of 


- granting divorces and to add to the court a sys- 


tem of investigation and counseling, designed to 
avert div wherever possible. Our interest 
in that plan, which may or may not win public 
support and legislative approval between now 
and January, was fairly academic until the other 
day. 
The other day we got a letter from a dis- 
abled veteran, who is confined to a hospital and 
who, from the sound of his letter, passionately 
wants to save his marriage. His wife has a 
divorce petition slated for hearing within a few 
weeks. He is ill and does not know yet if he 
will be able to be in court. 

““*l love my wife very much and the reason 
for her taking this action against me, I am con- 
vinced, is due to a miserable misunderstanding,” 
wrote the veteran. “I am sure that if this 
divorce is not granted that I can save my mar- 
riage. I am writing you in this manner in hopes 
that you—on the outside—may be able to help 
me, confined as I am, to keep this divorce hear- 
ing from being just a routine court procedure.” 

This boy’s letter poignantly points up a lack 


in the present divorce court system. The best the 
kindest judge will do is advise him to get a 
lawyer to contest his wife's action. Once the 
divorce juggernaut starts moving there isn’t much 
anybody can do to stop it. The judge who has 
sanctioned the filing of the petition in the first 
place is bound to grant the divorce if the allega- 
tions are proved. If the husband is_not repre- 
sented or is too ill to be there to fight for his 
marriage, the granting of the divorce may be 
fairly automatic. It’s not the judge’s business to 
get the young people together to talk over their 
differences and to try to effect a reconciliation. 
He may believe they have love and youth on their 
side and can work out a good marriage but he 
has neither the time nor the staff to try to save 
marriages. His job, cruelly enough, is simply to 
hear the evidence and grant the divorce, if the 
evidence is damning enough. And whose mar- 
riage is not full of grounds for divorce? 

We haven't been able to answer the sick young 
husband's letter. We know no way to keep this 
crisis in his life from being “just a routine court 
procedure.” 

But his letter has brought the answer into 
focus for us. The only humane thing for a com- 
munity to do is to expend at least as much effort 
to save a marriage as it has machinery to dis- 
solve a marriage. 3

CAPE MAY, N. J.—It’s just now 6 a. m. and 
the Mitty. poked her nose out of the harbor 
with the idea of finding out how thick it might 

be and she promptly discovered that it was too thick outside and 
poked her nose back alongside the dock. 


As I write this the big New Jersey mosquitos are buzzing 
round and making life active if not comfortable. While we were 
coming alongside dock earlier this morning they gave us a right 
good going over. I'll say this for them: they don't leave that 
itching and burning that the Georgia skeeter does and, also, they 
are chunky and black and easier seen. We avoided them last 
night by closing up the hatchways and spraying the cabin and 
forepeak with an aerosol bomb. (Ain’t they grand?) 
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Town Cape May is an odd place, the population in Winter is 
2,500 and the population in Summer is 25,000. The 
yacht basin here looks like a ghost town now, except for the 
fishing boats and an occasional vessel like the Mitty docking 
here on her way South. The fishing vessels make their living in 
this area from “bottom” fishing. They drag their nets along the 
bottom and pick up flounder, yellow-tail, black bass and occasional 
mackerel.
